WHKN we took our position In the 
front line trenches lu Belgium 
we relieved tbe Twenty-elxth 
Canadian battalion. Scouts from that 
organization cuiue back to the village* 
of Dlnklebuarh and Krtiulnghelat to 
tell ua bow glad they were to see ua 
mid to show ua the way In. As we 
prorecded overland, before reuehlng 
the communiratlon trenches m the 
front, these scouts paid us the hos- 
pitable atteutlou due atraugers - tliut 
is. ,.ne of i hem, leading n platoon, 
would aay : 

"Not 9041 ynrds In machine gun 
range. Keep ipilet. don't run and be 
r.nd> to drop quirk If you are 
warned.**

W* always held the fir* trenrh aa 
lightly aa possible, herause It la a 
demonstrated fart that the front ditch 
cannot he successfully defended In a 
determined attark. The thing we did 
and the thing to do la to he ready to 

has 'got Into your front trenrh snd Is 
fighting on ground thut you know and 
he doesn't and knork so msny kinds 
of tar out of him that he ll have to 
pull hla bmd for a spot that Isn't so 
warm That syatem worked flrat rate 
with ua. 

Outing the day we had only a very 
few men In the fire trenrh. If all at- 
tark la coming In daylight there's al- 
ways pleuty of time to get ready for 
It. At night we kept prepared for 
trouble all the time. We had a ulght 
sentry on each firing step and a man 
sitting at his feet to watch him to see 
he waan't aecretly anlped. Then we 
had a sentry In each "bay" of the 
trench to take messages. 

Orders didn't |>crnill the man on the 
firing step or the mi 
to leave post on any 
during their two 
Hanging on s string, nt the elbow of 
on the fire atep was a 
or ao empty shell case 
snd a bit of Iron with which to ham 
mer on It. This, whichever It might 
be, was for the purpose of spreading 
the alarm In rase of a gaa attack. Also 
we bad sentries In "listening posts," 
at various points /rom 2<l to Ts) yurds 
out In "No Mao'a Land." Theae men 
Markened their fnrea before they went 
"over the top" and theu lay In xhell 
holea or natural hollows. There was 
always two of them, a bayonet tpan 
and a bomber. From the listening 
post a wire ran bark to the fire trenrh 
to he uaed In signaling. In the trench 
a man sat with this wire wrapped 
around his hand. One pull meant "All 
O. k ." two pulls. "I'm coming la." 
three pulls, Km my In sight." and four 
pulls. "Sound gas alarm." The Are 
atep In a trenrh la a shelf on 
aoldlera stand to look out and 
between the aand bag* on top. 

In addition to these men. we had 
patrols and scouts out In "No Man's 
IjiikI" the greater part of Ihe night, 
with ..rd.rs |o gain any Information 
IMiaalhle which might be of value to 
battalion, brigade, division or general 
headquarters. They retained ou the 
condition of the Germans' barbed wire, 
the location of machine guns and oth- 
er little things like thai which might

told a "rookie' that the trencn rats 
w<sre so big that be saw one of them 
trying on his greatcoat. They used to 
run over our fares when we were 
sleeping In our dugouts, and I've aeen 
them In ravenous awsrms burrowing 
Into the shallow graves of the dead.

Meanwhile rair prnrtlre sertlon was 
changed a little several times because 
aerlsl photographs showed rtint the 
Germans had been renovating snd 
making some additions to the trenrhes

We bad oral Instruction, mostly dur- 
ing the day. herause we didn't dare let 
the German aviators aee ua practicing 




ordered to make every effort to cap- 
ture any of the enemy's scouts or pa- 
trols, so that we rould get Information 
from them. One of the Interesting 
moments in thla work came when a 
star shell cuught you out in an open 
spxit. If you moved you were gone. 
I've seen men Ntand on one foot for 
the 30 seconds during whlrh a star 
ahell will burn. Theu when acotita or 
patrols met In "No Man's Land" they 
always had to light It out with bayo- 
nets. One single shot would be the 
signal for artillery Are un.l would mean 
the h I most Instant annihilation of the 
men on both sides of the fight. I'tnler 
the necessities of this war many of 
our men have been killed by our own 
shell fire. 

Tha Daylight Hour. 
At a little before daybreak came 
"stand to," when everybody got but- 
toned up and ready for business he- 
rause at that hour most attacks begin, 
and also that wos the regular time for 
a doae of "morning and evening hute." 
otherwise a g.a)d. lively 15 minutes of 

ahell fire. We hud s e rasuultlea 

every morning mid evening, and the 
alretrher hearers used lo get ready 
for them as a r. gtilnr matter of . .uirse. 
1 or |fl minutes al dawn and dusk Ihe 
Hermans used to send over "wblz- 
laMgaV* "coal boxes" and "mlnenwer- 
fer" (ahella from trench mortars) In 
such a generous way that II haiked ua 
If they liked lo shoot 'em off. whether 
they hit anything or not. You could 
nlw„>s heur the "heavy stuff" coming, 
and we paid little attention to II, as It 
was used In efforts to reach the but- 
teries back of our Hues. The |s>or old 
town of Hlnklehusch got the full hen- 
•■lit of It. When a shell would shriek 
lis way over, some oue would say. 




Juat at a moment when It couldn't 
have sounded worae. I was In .barge 
of Ihe dully ratlou detail, sent hack 
„ bout ten miles to the point of near- 
est approach of the transport lorries 
to carry In rations, ammunition ami 
sand bags to the front trenches. Wa 
had a lot of trouble returning with our 
loads. I'assing a point which waa 
culled Shrapnel Corner, because the 
Hermans had precise range of It, we 
were caught In machine gun fire and 
had to lie on our stomachs for Jn min- 
utes, during which we lost one 
wounded. I sent him back and 
on with my party, only to run 
another machine gun

right over our head*. It shook us op 
and seated us ao that some of our 
party were now worae off than the 
man who haf) been bit and carried to 
the rear. We finally got together and 
went on. When we were about a mile 
behind the reserve trench, stumbling 
In the ..irk through the last and most 
dangerous path overland, we heard a 
lone siren whistle, followed by a wave 
Of metallic hammering and wild toot 
Ing which seemed to spread over ad 
of Belgium a mile ahead of us. All 
aay of us could say was: 
"Gaa 1" 

All you could see In the dark was a 
collection of white and frightened 
faces. Kvery trembling flnger seemed 
awkward as a thumb as we got out 
our gaa masks and helmets and put 
them on. following directions as nearly 
aa we could. I ordered the men to alt

when some prominent laudinark of 
Dliiklebusch would disintegrate with a 
loud detonation, soma ou* el** would 
remark :

At. ..in the only amusement we hud 
during our long atay In the frout 
trenches wu* to alt with our backs 
against the rear wall and kh. Hit at the 
rata running along the parapet.

ahir-ii was over. They lost their way 
and were not found for two days. We 
sal there for an hour, and then I ven- 
tured to tnke my musk off. As nothing 
happen-!. I ordered the men to do the 
same. When we got In the trenches 
with our pucks we found thut the gus 
alarm had been one of Fritz's Jokes. 
The first sirens hud been sounded in 
tbe Herman Hues, and there budn't 
been uuy gas. 

Our men evened things up with the 
Hermans, however, the next ulght. 
Some of our scouts crawled clear up 
to the German hurhed wire, teu yarda 
In front of the enemy fire trench, tied 
empty Jam tins to the barricade and 
theu. after 
wires to the 
back to 
ed 

empty tins made a clatter right 
Fritz's nose. Immediately the Oer- 
maus opened up with all their ma- 
chine gun ami rifle Are, began bomb- 
lug tbe spot from which the uolse 
came and sent up "S O 8" signals for 
artillery Are along a mile of their Hue. 
They tired a $10.0UO salute uud lost a 
night's sleep over the uolse mude by 
the discarded containers of Ave shil- 
lings' worth of Jam. It was a good 
tonic for the Tommies. 

The Prince of Wales. 

A few tluya after thla a very young 
utile, i passed me In a trenrh while 1 
was sitting on a fire step writing a 
letter. 1 noticed that he had the red 
tuba of a staff officer on hla uniform, 
but I paid no more attention to him 
lb. m that. No compliments, such as 
aalutes to officers, are paid In the 
trenches. After he hud passed one of 
the men asked me If I didn't kuow 
Who he was. 1 said I didn't. 

"Why, you d ttoaV he auld, 

-that's the Prill. f Wales!" 

When the Utile prince came back I 
stood to salute him. He relumed the 
aalute with a grave amlle and pussed 
on. He was quite alone, uud I waa 
told afterward thut he mude theae 
trips through the trenches Just to show 
the men that he did not consider him- 
self better than any other soldier. The 
heir of F.nglutid was certainly taking 
nearly the same chance of losing his 
Inheritance Ibut we were. 

After we had been on the front line 
15 duys we received orders to muke a 
bombing raid. Sixty volunteers wen- 
asked for, and the whole luittalloii of- 
fend. 1 waa lucky — or unlucky — 
enough to be among the tk) who were 
chosen. 1 want to tell you In detail 
ubout (hla botnbliig raid, so thai peej 
cun understand what a thing may 
really amount to thut gets only three 
Hues or perhaps nothing ut all In the 
otticlnl disputches, and. besides that. 
It muy help some of the young men 
who read thla to know something a 
little later ubout bombing 

The Ul of us chosen to execute the 
raid were taken '.11 miles to the rear 
for a week's Instruction practice Huv 
Ing only a alight Idea of what we were 
golug to try to do, we felt very Jolly

■ bomb raid. All night long, 
times until 2 or ■ o'clock In the 
Ing. we rehearsed that raid. Just at 
carefully as a company of star acton 
would rehearse a play. At first there 
was a disposition to have s|M>rt out 
of It. 

"Well," some chap would say, rolling 
Into the hay all tired out, "I got killed 
six times tonight. S'poae it'll be eight 
times tomorrow night." 

One man Insisted that he had dis- 
covered In one of our aerial photo- 
graphs a German burying money, and 
he carefully examined each new pic- 
ture, so thut he could be sure of find- 
ing tbe dough and digging it up. Tb. 
grave and serious manner of our offi- 
cers, however, the exhaustive rare with 
wbich we were drilled and, more than 
all. the approach of the time when we 
were to "go over the top" drove alt 
sport out of our minds, and I cun say 
for myself that the very thought of tha 
undertaking as the fatal night drew 
near sent shivers up and down my 
aplne. 

A bombing raid, something originat- 
ed In warfare by the Canadians. Is not 
intended for the purpose ot holding

It was not. ai you might *up- 
the weakest point In the Hermao 
It was, on the contrary, the 
strongest. It was considered that th« 
moral effect of . leaning up a weak 
point would be comparatively small, 
whereas to break In at the sir ingest 
point would be aometblng really worth 
while. And If we were to take a 
chance It really wouldn't pay to hesl 
tate about degrees. The section wi 
were to raid had a frontage of 10Q 
yards and a depth of 200 yards. II 
hsd been explained to ua that we wert 
to he supported by a "Mix barrage," oi 
curtain fire, from our artillery to last 
exactly 26 mlnutea— that la. for 21 
minutes from the time when we atari, 
ed "over the top" our artillery, sev 
ersl miles buck, would drop a "curtain 
of shells all around the edges of thai 
150 yard by 200 yard section. W« 
were to have 15 mlnutea In which t« 
do our work. Any man not out at tb« 
end of the 15 mlnutea would necea- 
aarily be caught In our own Are, aa out 
artillery would then change from ■ 
"box" to pour a straight curtain Art 
covering all of the apot of our opera 
tlona. 

Our officers set their watcbea very 
carefully with thoae of the artillery 
forward to tin 




our arrival 
of the "rero 
hour"— the time when the attack waa 
to be made. The hoar of 12:10 had 
been selected. The waiting from 11 
o'clock until that time waa altnply an 
agony. Some of our men aut atupld 
and Inert. Othera kept talking con- 
stantly about the most Inconsequential 
mutters. One man under took to tell a 
fuuny story. No one listened to It, and 
the laugh at the end wus emaciated 
aud ghustly. Tbe Inaction wus driving 
ua all Into a state of funk. 1 could ac- 
tually feel my nerve oozing out at my 
Auger tips, und If we had had to wait 
15 minutes louger I wouldn't huva 
beeu able to climb out of the treuch. 

About half au hour before we were 
to go over every ma 
the treuch. for we 
mles" were coming that way. Th 
gang serves out a etlff ahot of Ju 
Just before an attack, and It 
a real test of temperance to see a man 
refuse. There were no prohibitionists 
In our set. Whether or not we got our 
full ration depended ou whether the 
sergeant In charge waa drunk or sober. 
After the ahot began to work oue man 
next me pouuded .my leg uud hollered 
In my ear : 

"1 aay. why ull thla red tape? Lefa 
go over now."
